Criminal Procedure, The territorial limite of 
the Recorders’ jurisdiction are defined by Notifications from time to time 
published in the Gazetle of India, The Recorders also possess special 
powers regarding offences committed by European British subjects ander 
Section 41 of Act XXI. of 1868; they are Courts of Sessions and 
of Appeal. On commitment they take cognizance of all offences, 
those punishable with death, oharged against British subjects 
out British Burmah. Appeale from the decisions of the Magistrates 
of the town, of the Jail, and of the Cantonment of Rangoon are. beard 
by the Recorder of Rangoon as ao Sessions Couct. Appeals from the 
Magistrates of the town and of the Jail of Maulmain, aod also from 


the Court of the Officer in charge of forest depot at Kado, are beard 
by the Recorder of Maulmain.

Apart from the circumstance of the financial year having been shurtened, 
the falling off in some items is attributable chiefly to the unsettled state 
of trade, and the receipt of customs dues for the month of April—one in 
which the rice trade is most brisk—being excluded, accounts in some 
measure for the deficiency : the total decrease in customs duty amounts to 
Rupees 7,06,017. The pRB in forest timber revenue is considerable;

country beyond our frontier and the depressed state of the timber trade, 
There is no other item the diminution of which calls for special 
remarks.

88. In the most important item of revenue in this province, 9is., 
that derived from land, the greatest iorease 
nee inland revenue, wags in the Pegu Division, and amounted to 
Rupees 1,10,759, or 6°5 per cent., on the 
vious year’s revenue. The land revenue has increased most ia the 
goon District, solely from the extended area of land brought under eal 
tivation, and not from increased rates. Cultivation in this district is 
carried on under very favorable circumstances, as the chief port for 
exportation of rice is situated on a navigable river which intersects the 
district. The facilities for exporting the rice produced are far greater 
than in other districts, and the diminution in the selling price is also 
less felt, ac the distance the rice has to be cuvveyed is vornparatively 
short. In the Toungoo District the hill cultivation was devastated by 
rats. Irruptions of these destructive animals occur peer and on 
it occasion was attributed by the Burmese to the seeding of the bam- 
trees.

Departure of Colonel Sir After 29 years of devoted labor in various parts 

Arthur Hurves Fhayres of British Burmah, Colenel Sir Arthur Purves 

Phayre, Kk. c. 8.1. and c. B., resigned his ap- 

pointment as Chief Commissioner and Agent to the Governor Geseral 
on the occasion of his preceeding to Europe on sick certificate. 


Having served in Arukan and in the Tevasserim Provinces, he was 
in 852 transferred as Commissioner to the newly-acqnired province of 
Iegu; and in 1862, on the consolidation of these provinces into one 
Administration, he was created Chief Commissioner of British Burmahb. 


Whether at the commencement of his career as a District Officer, or 
later, when erganizing a new Administration, or lastly, as the head of 
the entire province, Sir Arthur Phayre has always been prominently 
distinruished by his mastery of details, his exceeding personal devotion 
tw his duties, and bis warm sympathy with the people of the country 
which he ruled. 

An iutimate knowledge of the Burmese language, a scholarly 
ecquaintance with the dialects of the varied races in, and contigoous to, 
Britixh Burmab, and a close study of their history and characteristics 
rendered him an authority on the philology and ethnology of Indo-Chioese 
nations, while bis constant accessibility and courteousness to the pa 
of the country, whatever their position, gained for him their con 
and respect to an unusual extent. He was careful of the mghte of 
Government, but jeasluus aud watchful over the interests of the native 
population, 

His zreat administrative capacity has been well showe by the rapid 
and progressive prosperity of the province, especially in the case of the 
Reru Division, which has grown up under-his direct guidance and apa. 
trol. Na one was better sequaiseed: with sound principles of Govern- 
ment, or with the internal working and organization of the wany de- 
partments which fall to be regulated by an Officer in the position of 
Chief Conimissioner. Revenue and fieval measures of every natare were 
subjects of -his constant care. Forest vonservancy found in him an 
utellizent guide. The necessity for the prosecution of great works to 
open out and develope the country was auremittingly brought forward. 

The Police Department was successfully raricited under his immedi- 
ate xupervision, while his abilities as a Judicial Ofcer were univennily
